= up, then in foꝛmer peeres; pet the Markets haue not beene lerued with 
1 1)tdcs, as they were wont to be, but the raw Hydes are ſecretly, and by 
= ltealth, conueyed beyond the Seas. And his Maieſtie Hath alſo beene 
infoezmed, That vader colour ofa Liverty giuen heretokoze, fozconucying of Hydes and ILeather 
from the Poꝛt of London vnto Hull, foꝛ fernice of the Noztherne parts, there haue beene latelp 
great quantities tarped away, which neuer arrtaed at the Pozt of Hull, but are tonueyed into Scot- 
land, 02 other Foꝛraine parts. Aud ſurther, that there being no Pꝛohibition alrcadp, foꝛ the car- 
rying of Þpdes and Leather ouer Land into Scotland, great quantities are conuepedthat wap, 
elpettally by the City of Carlile. And allo, that there are many and great Ingroſſers of Leather 
in the City of London; Bp Which meanes the puces are kept high, and much Leather is cut out 
foꝛ Bootes aud Shooes, and is packed vp cloſely,and ſo tranſpozted into France the Low Countries, 
and other foꝛraine plates, vnder colour of other Merthandtze. And further, That vuder colour of 
Caluc-ſkins, permitted to betranſpoꝛted by Licence, great number of Skins of greater growth, 
are tonueped, which would bee ſeruiccable foꝛ making of Bootes and Shooes, and other vles. 
And that to colour theſe great abuſes, ( which are ſo generally pꝛeinditiall to all ſoꝛts of people) 
either the offenders themſelues, oꝛ ſome other ul diſpoſed perſons, doe falſly publiſh, that there 
haue beene Licences giuen by His Maieſtie, contrary to the Lawes, to tranſpoꝛt great quantities 
of Leather, and raw Hydes, where, in tructh, no ſuch Licence Hath beene granted to any, noꝛ ſo 
much as thought vpon to be granted. All which, being made knowne to his Maieſty, His High- 
neſſe, out of His Haincely care and p:ouidence, foꝛ the geucrall good of His people, hath thought 
fit (by the aduice of His Pꝛiuie Counlell) to publiſh and declare, Aud doth heereby publiſh and de⸗ 
clare His Ropall Pleaſure and Tommandement, concerning the Pꝛemiſſes in manner following. 
That from hencefoo:th no perſon whatſocuer, either naturall bozne Subiett, Dentzen, oz 
ſtranger, doe pꝛeſume to expoꝛt out of tits Kingdome, any raw Hydes,02 any Leather, either into 
any Foꝛraine parts beyond the Stas, 02 into Scotland, by colour of carrying Caluc- ins, oꝛ o⸗ 
ther wiſe. 


lour of carrying o2 conneping of Hydes oz Leather, from one part ofthis Kingdome to another, 
doe carry the ſane by Water, 62 put the lame into any Ship, Barge, Woat, oz other Ueſſell, to 
carcpthe fame by Water. | 

And further, that no Dhoomalicr, Currier, o2 other Artificer, doe buy any Leather; bitſuch 
onelp as he ſhall convert into made Wares, and ſhall not bee tn any ſorta factoꝛ o2 agent, to buy 
any leather fo! any Merchantoꝛ other pceſon, who (hall after tranſpoꝛt the lame into any parts 
beyond the Seas, ozinto the Realine of 5corland, And that they, noꝛ anyof thein, bee any In⸗ 
groſſer of Hides oꝛ leather, whereby, oꝛ by ineancs oꝛ occaſion whercof, the pꝛices of hides oz lea- 
ther may bee cnhaunced, oꝛ the Markets be vnfurniſhed oꝛ vnſtozed. All which his Mateſty doth 
ſtraitly charge and Command, to bee duelpoblerued by ail loꝛts of people, in their leuerall pla⸗ 
tes and degrees, vpon paine, not onelp to incurre the vttermoſt penalties and puniſchmeuts, which 
by the Tawes and Statutes of this Nealme, may be inflicted vpon the offenders, but alſo vpen 
further paine of his Maieſties high diſpleaſure, and luch further puniſhment as by his Maieſties 
Pꝛerogatiue Royall, o2 by the ſcuereſt Ceuſure of the Court ok Starre Chamber can bee impoſed 
vpon them, foꝛ lo great atontempt. 

And tothe end, that all others map tant heede how they doe Hereafter either of malice oꝛ raſh⸗ 
neſſe, publiſh luch falle and fained ramourcs, tending ſo much to the ſlander of his Maieſties go- 
uerment, His Maieſtie docth hereby ſtraitip admoniſh and Com:inaud, that no perſon pꝛe⸗ 
lume to publiſh oꝛ repoꝛt ſuch falſe rumours, in this oꝛ in any thing of the like kinde. And to 
the intent, that ſuch as are willing to take patties to diſconer the offenders and offentes afozeſaid, 
either already committed, oꝛ hereatter to bee tommitted in any kinde tonterning the pꝛemiſſes, fo: 
the generall good of the Common wealth, map haue fit encouragement and recoinpence, His 
Maieſtie doeth hereby pꝛomile and vndertake , That wholoeuer ſhall firſt diſtouer to the Toꝛd 
Trealurer of England, 02 Barons of the Extchequer. any of the ſaid offenders oꝛ offences, either in 
tonueying away of any hides oz leather, oꝛ engroſſing the lame, 02 in being the inſtruments oꝛ al⸗ 
liſtants thereunto, oꝛ in rayſing oz publiſhing ſuch falſe rumours oꝛ repozts, as afoꝛeſaid, whereby 
the offenders ſhall oz may be bꝛought to receiue due puniſhment koꝛ ſuch their offences, that euery 
perſon which (hall ſo firſt dilcouer the ſame ( beſides ſuch part of the fines and foꝛfeitures as by 
Law ſhall belong vnto him) ſhallhane a liberall reward from his Mateſtie, out of ſuch part of 
the offenders fines oz foꝛfeitures which (hail accrue to his Maieſtie, at the good diſcretion of the 
Lo:d Lreaſurer of England, o2 Barons of the Exchequer, foꝛ the time being.
